Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the previous rejection have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 
Though the prior art discloses the detected decoding error rate being compared to a 
predetermined threshold and determining if the phase noise characteristics are good or 
not good, the prior art does not discloses a carrier regenerative loop characteristic 
corresponding to a critical CNR where the noise bandwidth is made narrow is selected if 
it is determined by the decision means that the phase noise characteristics are fairly 
good or a carrier regenerative loop characteristic corresponding to a critical CNR where 
the noise bandwidth is made large is selected if it is determined by the decision means 
that the phase noise characteristics are not good. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 8 and 1 1 allowed.
